town which figured in the wars o.' the 
Vendee. M. Delahaye, who wa; the 
author of the famous Boulangist mani- 
festo of March 7, 1889, declared that, 
the idea of a restoration of the mon- 
archy in France frightens no one. He 
added:

Vast Fields That Block the 


Cabot Strait Hold Ships 


in Frozen G-rasp. 


New York, May _4.—The Rev. Jera 


Knode Cooke, former 
pastor of St. 


George's Protestant Episcopal church, 
of Hempstead, L. L, and seventeen- 
year-old Ficretta Whaley. who disap- 
peared simultaneously last, Monday, 
ha.ye been located at Peekskill, N. Y., 
according 
to 
information 
received 


here today. At the same time it was 
announced that the officials of Nassau 
county have issued 
a 
warrant, for 


Cooke's arrest and that officers have 
been sent to Peekskill to serve it. 


The disappearance . of Cooke and 


Miss Whaley created a tremendous 
sensation, principally because of the 
prominence of the church of which 
Cooke had been the rector for five 
years. The church is one of the most 
important on Long Island and includ 
ed among its parishioners scores of 
wealthy New Yorkers, who have coun- 
try homes in that vicinity. 
Among 


this number is August Belmont. who 
took an active 'part in t.he proceed- 
ings following the minister's disap- 
pearance which resulted in the pulpit 
of the church being declared vacant, 
and Cooke being deposed from the 
ministry. 


While it is not. known just what 


charge was made, it is rumored to be 
abduction. Miss Whaley. the young 
woman involved in the affair, being 
still a minor.- 


Halifax, N. S.. May 4.—Three large 


trans-Atlantic liners are believed to 
be imprisoned in. the vast ice fields 
that completely block Cabot strait, be- 
tween New Foundland and Cape Bre- 
ton and other liners in the Montreal 
and St. Lawrence service have been 
forced to laud passengers and freight 
in this port after ineffectual attempts 
to pierce t.he impenetrable barrier. 


The Allan line steamer Sardinian, 


from London and Havre, for Mont- 
real, which was forced into this port 
yesterday to land her six hundred pas- 
sengers, reported that imbedded in 
the ice fields are t.wo large steamers, 
the Allan liner Ontarian and Domin- 
ion liner Vancouver. The Allan line 
steamer Ionian is also believed to be 
fast in the ice. The fields stretch 
across Cabot strait for a distance of a 
ittle over fifty miles and to add to the 
danger of navigation a thick fog hangs 
over the coast.

Governor Much Affected.

had been close friends for many years, 
and the governor said he is complete- 
ly at a loss to account for Huffcntt's 
tragis act except that it might have 
been the result of overwork.

Huffcutt 
yesterday 
forenoon,' 


said tue governor, "and at that time 
he appeared to be in perfect condition 
He had always been a very hart 
worker, however, and it is possible 
that this had brought, on a condition 
which resulted in his deplorable death. 
I knew Mr. Huffcutt very well for 
many years and always regarded him 
as a man of brilliant attainments and 
one of the ablest men of his profes- 
sion in the state." 


Mr. Huffcutt 
succeeded Governor 


Hughes as a professor at Cornell uni- 
versity. 


Nervous strain due to long con- 


tinued overwork resulting in insomnia 
is the probable cause of Huffcutt's 
suicide. 
Mr. Huffcutt was born at 


Kent, Conn., in 1SCO, and was gradu- 
ated from Cornell university in 1SS4. 
He was for a time private secretary 
for Andrew D. White at Cornell and 
was an instructor in English at. Cor- 
nell in 1888-90, later he was a profes- 
sor of law in Northwestern university 
and Indiana university. Tn 1893 be re- 
turned to Cornell as a professor of 
law and in 1903 he was made dean of 
.he faetulty of law at Cornell uni- 
versity. 
He became counsel to the 


ale. Governor Rigging in 1006 and was 
retained in tliat capacity by Governor 
Hughes. 


He was active in legislative reform 


movements and was the author of sev- 


Veteran Fort Way no Bandman, Who 


Thousands Came in Friday 


and Shiploads More Are 


Waiting to Unload.

They should be watered morning and 
night, but not drenched, and put where 
they will be in the sunlight.

hottest part of the presidential cam- 
paign In 1008 Washington will be the 
scene of one of the most important 
scientific congresses 
ever 
held in 


America. During the last ten days of 
September and the first ten days of 
October, 190S. a large number of dis- 
tinguished men from all parts of the 
•world, physicians, hygienists, sociolo- 
gists and humanitarians, will assem- 
ble in Washington 
to 
discuss the 


problem of tuberculosis. This great 
gathering will be organized under the 
name of the International Congress on 
Tuberculosis. 
It will number several 


thousand members and delegates, and 
the visitors to Washington, on ac- 
count, of the congress, will number 
thousands more.

The 
international congress will provide, in 
the exhibition, a great, collection of 
int.crcKtinc things, but the congress 
Itself will he a groat, collection of in- 
tT<-stin? persons. 
Many of the dis- 


tinguished authorities on this subject 
in Great Britain. Germany. France and 
Ttaly arc widely known by name in 
this country.

tional Congress has been intrusted by

Without 
express consent of the United States 
congress, a president of the United 
States may not. commit his govern- 
ment to the responsibilities of hos- 
pitality towards any such organization.

When a little child her falher, Prince of 
Modena. died, leaving her nnd her young 
brother In the cure of their mother. Laura 
Martlnozzi. a Roman !ndy of noble family. 


As a child Mary Beatrice was most 


carefully reared— too carefully 
In 
some 


respects, for she wos subjected to tho 
strictest discipline, her mother refusing 
her. such little table delicacies as cakes 
and swcetmeuts, through fenr that tho 
child might become gluttonous. In after 
years Mary Beatrice, In spcnklng of her 
own childhood, snld thnt she did not ap- 
prove of keeping children on such formal 
footing with their parents. In regard to 
her own little ones, she, "liked not to 
hold them at such awful distance from 
her as she had been held by her owi>

mother, tor she wished her (laughter to
